on at a private talk among the 
leaders and their foreign ministers 
aboard the yacht "Williamsburg" 
Saturday night. 


Discuss NATO 


This was described as listing for 


discussion first a number of mat- 
ters such as organization of a Eu- 
ropean army and the structure of 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organ- 
ization (NATO) which are vital 
to the defense of western Europe. 
»A 75-mInute conference of the 
two leaders and their top advisers 
aboard the presidential yacht Wil- 
liamsburg after dinner Saturday 
night was described by White 
House 
Press Secretary Joseph 


Short as having been on "the 
friendliest basis." 


Truman Leads Talks 


Truman, presiding at the head

Hays (D-Ohio) announced today a 
complete slate of delegates will be 
entered in the Ohio Democratic 
primaries for Senator Estes Ke- 
flf/iuver (D-Tcnn) for the presiden- 
tial nomination. 


Hays made his announcement at 


a news conference. 


Ohio law requires that a candi- 


date for a party primary nomina- 
tion enter his consent in writing 
before delegates may be placed 
upon the party ballot. 


Asked if he had such a written 


approval for Senator Kefauver, 
Hays replied:

"I don't have it at the moment 


But I've been in politics for 20 
years and yon'll just have to as- 
sume I know what I'm doing." 


It was Hays who last month 


emerged from a White House con- 
ference with President Truman 
saying that the president would 
issue a statement by Feb. 6 telling 
whether or not he was a candidate 
for reelection. 


The White House said Truman 


"Tfad not made any commitments 
about the date for announcing his 
intentions. 


Hays told newsmen "there will 


be" no repudiation of my action." 


The announcement was the first 


open move to get the ball rolling 
for the Tennessee senator, who 
achieved nationwide prominence 
over the television networks during 
hearings of the senate crime in- 
vestigating committee.

The defeat came on his demand 


for power to cut the 140 billion 
franc deficit of the nationalized 
railway system. 


The Socialists, which have sup- 


ported the cabinet on most issues, 
broke away on this one. Many of 
the railway workers are Socialists 
and the party leadership feared 
economies on the roads would re- 
sult in large scale firings, and so 
decided earlier today to oppose the 
government demands.

Seven Perish in Million-Dollar 
Massachusetts Apartment Fire 


WESTFIELD, MASS.—(AP)—At least seven persons perished in 


a $1.000,000 five-story apartment-business block fire last night. 


Firemen still poured water into the smouldering ruins more than 


12 hours after the blaze, punctuated by three distinct explosions, as 
they awaited permission to search the debris. 


Only a shell—four shaky walls— 


remained today after the entire 
five floors collapsed into the base- 
ment of the building in a tangled 
mass of wreckage. 


Fourteen persons were believed 


ot have perished at first. 


Fifteen persons were injured. 13 


serious enough to be kept at Noble 
hospital. The other two were dis- 
charged after treatment. 


•Two others were said to be in 


a fifth-floor bowling alley but po- 
lice weren't able to verify that up 
to an early hour today. 


All five floors collapsed into the 


cellar in a tangled mass of burning 
wreckage that firenwsn found im- 
possible to probe immediately. 


14 Injured 


Fourteen either persons were In- 


jured, 12 serious enough to be kept 
at Noble hospital. The other two 
were discharged after treatment.

One of the walls collapsed at the 


height of the blaze and crashed 
through the roof of an adjoining 
one-story block of stores. 


Fire Chief Moriarty said there

casualties had it not been for the 
heroism of several firemen, police- 


men and onlookers who disregard- 
ed personal safety to carry ten- 
ants down fire escapes and ladders. 


Hears Screams 


Dr. Harold Seattle said he heard 


anguished screams for help from 
his home three blocks away. 


An elderly couple, dressed only 


in nightclothes, nearly collapsed 
on the street while waiting for 
help. Onlookers took off their own 
shoes and overcoats to protect the 
couple from the freezing cold. 


The building was made of brick 


and was the largest 
business- 


apartment block in this city of 24,- 
000 population. 


The first floor had stores, the 


second, third and fourth had pro 
fcssional offices and apartments 
and the fifth a bowling alley. 


Water Freezes 


Firemen said that because of the 


huge mass of tangled and smoul- 
dering wreckage it may be days 
before any bodies can be recovered. 


The thousands of cubic feet of 


water poured onto the

Fire Guts 
3 Hotels 011

ATLANTIC CITY, N.J., (AP)— 


A rampaging, wind-whipped fire 
wiped out three unoccupied hotels, 
a block of boardwalk stores and a 
300-room section of the big St. 
Charles hotel on Atlantic City's 
famed boardwalk today. 


The twin-towered, 12-story St. 


Charles, which was closed for the 
winter season, still burned at noon 
and firemen concentrated their 
effoits to save what remained of 
the 400-room structure. 


There were unofficial estimates 


that the fire damage might run 
into several million dollars. 


The cause of the blaze was not 


determined immediately. 


Two ISO-room frame hotels near 


the boardwalk were burned to 
the ground, another was gutted 
and nine rooming houses were 
destroyed. 


All of the burned hotels were 


close'd for the winter season.

ceive equal care and treatment, 
regardless of whether they or rela- 
tives contribute toward the $60 a 
month it costs the state to keep 
them. 


Information 
relating to pay- 


ments will be withheld from hos- 
pital employes as a safeguard 
against discrimination. 


Hoehler said relatives who can- 


not bear a share of expenses and 
still maintain a reasonable stand- 
ard of living will not be pressed. 


Money received will go into a 


mental health fund which will be 
spent on improving the care and 
treatment of the mentally ill.

Sherwood Dixon and Attorney 
General Ivan A. Elliott, all for 
reelection.

'Flying Enterprise', Skipper 
145 Miles From English Port 


LONDON— (AP)—Unsinkable Capt. Kurt Carlsen and The Flying 


Enterprise were halfway to haven today. 


At 8 a. m. (2 a. m. CST) the tug Turmoil and the gale-crippled 


American freighter she is towing were reported 145 miles from the 
Cornish port of Falmouth. The tug hoped to make port sometime 
Wednesday. 


Carlson's heroic stand with his 


near-sinking vessel—which he re- 
fused to leave—had started some 
300 miles west of the English coast, 
where The Flying Enterprise al- 
most capsized in the worst Atlan- 
tic storm in 50 years. 


Flat on Side 


The battered Flying Enterprise 


today was almost flat on her port 
side, but still '"being towed well," 
the Turmoil's radio operator said 
in a radio telephone call to the 
Associated Press. He reported 
Capt. 
Carlsen "more 
confident 


than over" that his battered ship 
would reach a safe harbor. 


The wind was rising slightly 


and there was more of a swell. The 
Turmoil said she was "swinging 
from quarter to quarter (varying 
her course 80 degrees, then back 
again) because of the change in 
weather." 


May Veer Course 


The radio operator said If the 


weather gets worse, the Turmoil's 
Capt. Dan Parker will abandon 
Falmouth as hi> jotl and make for 


any port possible, probably the 
Scilly Lsles. 


The Turmoil was towing the 


6,711-ton Flying Enterprise using 
a single steel wire 750 yards long 
with a breaking strain of only 65 
tons. But the Turmoil has heavy 
manila iiawsers 20 inches thick In 
reserve if the wire breaks. 


Fog last night, which reduced 


visibility to almost zero nt time.?, 
lifted at dawn. It had not cut the 
Turmoil's steady speed of three 
knots, an ordinary walking pace.

Aboard the Flying Enterprise, 


Capt. Carlsen shared watches with 
his only companion, Mate Kenneth 
Dancy of the'Turmoil, who Jump- 
ed from the tug to the freighter 
early Saturday. While one slept 
for two hours, the oilier watched.

General Says 
He Will Heed 
GOP Summons 


Does Not Intend 
To Actively Seek 
The Nomination 


WASHINGTON — (AP)— 


Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
proclaimed himself a Repub- 
lican today, and made it clear 
he would accept that party's 
presidential nomination if it is 
offered. But he said he won't 
actively seek it. 


In a Paris statement, the 61- 


year-old general swept away much 
of the fog of uncertainty that has 
swirled for the last five years 
about his place in the picture of 
presidential possibilities. 


His statement was prompted by 


the weekend move from Senator 
Lodge (R-Mass) who announced 
(A) that Elsenhower's name would 
be entered in the March 11 New 
Hampshire, presidential primary, 
and (B) that there would be a 
"finish fight" to win the GOP 
nomination for the general. 


Eisenhower, who has been talk- 


ed as both a Democratic and a 
Republican presidential possibility 
made these main points in hia 
statement: 


1. Ho Raid Lodge wan correct 


in willing lilm a Republican. 


2. He nan no Intention of ask- 


ing that he be relieved of hid 
present annlgnmcnt an loader oil 
the European defense forces. 


3. Ho will not take part In 


pre-conventlon a c 11 v 111e n of 
those necking the nomination 
for him. 


4. lie recognize* the right ot 


otherK to engage In an attempt 
"to'plnoo before him next July 
(when tho Republican conven- 
tion moots) a duty that would 
transcend my present renponitl- 
billty." 
Eisenhower's statement tremen- 


dously cheered Republicans who 
have been working for tho nomi- 
nation and have tfelt themselvei 
handicapped by the general's long 
silence.

Earl 
Warren of California and Harold 
Stassen, president of the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania and former 
governor of Minnesota. 


Demo* Rebuffed 


Another practical effect of to- 


day's statement was to pull th« 
rug from under those Democrats 
who have been beating the drums 
for the nomination of Eisenhower 
by their party. 


One New Hampshire group had 


planned to enter Ike's name in 
the Democratic primary. 


At the White House, aides said 


President Truman had no com- 
ment on the general's statement. 


Eisenhower's name has figured 


in presidential speculation even 
since he led tho Allies to victory 
over the Axis power in Europe in 
1945.

m a record high stage in 1929. 


Unless the lake drops fast in 


the next two or three months and 
has an unusually small rise next 
spring, Casey said, he looks for 
the stages of Lake Michigan to 
run "substantially" higher this 
year than last.

With 
him was his guest of honor, Ger- 
man Evangelical Pastor Martin 
Niemoeller. 


Earlier last night Niemoeller, 


an influential West German re- 
ligious leader visiting here this 
week as a guest of church of- 
ficials, addressed a congregation 
of 2.000 Russian Baptists at the 
Moscow E v a n g e l i c a l Baptist 
church. 


At Yelokhovskaya Sobor sev- 


eral 
thousand 
persons 
trudged 


through the deep snow from all 
directions and came in streot 
cars, buses, taxis and private cars. 
They filled the cathedral and over- 
flowed into the street. 


Many of the hundreds of thous- 


ands of churches that operated be- 
fore the Russian revolution are 
closed r.ev.', but those still open 
number into the thousands. They 
were crowded today for Christ- 
mas celebrations in the villages 
and cities.

"Good riddance to 1951!" 
And the other guests will chorus their agreement with 


the general estimation that 1951 was, as years go, a lousy 
one. 
They'll remember crime and floods, corruption and 


higher taxes, cold wars and hot wars and a few in-between 
wars. 
But viewing 1951 objectively, it wasn't any worse than most. 


The unpleasant happenings were only gloomy polka-dots against a 
fabric of faith and hope and optimism. There were many good things, 
n 1951. 
The brightest event was the opening of cease-fire talks in Korea. 


rogress was paipfully slow and once came to a full stop—but there 
vas progress. To many people, the best part of the whole deal was 
hat the Communists were the ones to suggest the talks, a develop- 
ment that caused some to look at the future hopefully.

And there was hope of peace on an even broader scale, too. There 


sfas talk about disarmament conferences and, although nothing con- 
crete has come of this as yet, the mere words "peace" and "disarma- 
nent" made cheerful listening. 
Perhaps 1951 may prove to have 


>ecn the turning point on the road so many said led to an inevitable 
Vorld War III. 


If this is so, much of tho credit will go to America's production 


might. There were plenty of bottlenecks. But arms rolled off pro- 
;uction lines in increasing quantities, while civilian goods were manu- 
actured in such numbers that few shortages developed. 


There was heartening news from Europe, the world's ideological 


attleground. 
The Communists lost ground in the French elections, 


'ugoslavia continued its resistance to the dictates of Moscow, and 
here were whispers of an upswing of anti-Moscow feeling in Poland 
nd Czechoslovakia. 


That the people behind the Iron Curtain were not all happy with 


heir lot was obvious. Americans cheered when two brave Czech rail- 
oad men stole a train and sped down the tracks to freedom. Typically 
America recognized their heroism and offered the two refuge in the 
U. S.. where they will work for a toy railroad manufacturer. 


The UN forces in Korea contributed much to the credit side of 


1951's ledger. 
They repulsed two savage Communist offensives and 


made the words "Iron Curtain'* and "Heartbreak Ridge'' synonymous 
with the best in military tradition. 
In Indo-China, the French more 


than held their own aga'inst the Communists on another of freedom's 
frontiers.

Elsewhere in the world, the possibility of better days ahead was 


seen in two nations living under non-democratic regimes. A short, 
abortive revolt in Argentina showed there might be hope of ousting 
dictator Juan Peron. 
And a movement of war veterans developed 


in South Africa against the discriminatory edicts of Premier Darnel 
Malan. 


The signing of the Japanese peace treaty—which awaits only 


ratification by the U. S..senate before taking effect—brought to a 
formal end one of history's, bloodiest wars. It produced, too, a cheer- 
ing picture of the free nations working together in harmony. 


In the U. S., the armed forces began production of atomic-pow- 


ered planes and submarines. So far, use of atomic power is being re- 
stricted to these military and naval devices, yet the mere fact that 
such a tremendous source of energy was being harnessed by man was 
exciting. 
The day was not too far off when power from the atom 


and/or the sun might replace the conventional fuels we know today. 


The scientists and engineers were busy in other fields, too. They 


launched the 51,500-ton liner United States which, when it goes into 
service next summer, will be the third largest in the world. 
They 


opened the New Jersey Turnpike, the latest link in what someday may 
be a nation-wide network of super highways. 


Thev proved they could produce color television broadcasts on 


a regula'r schedule, although color has been temporarily side-tracked 
because of defense production needs. 
They developed a synthetic 


fiber, dacron, which did to wool what nylon did to silk. They opened 
the way for cheap and plentiful production of the drug, cortisone. 
Thoy produced a new pain-killing drug, dromoran, which, unlike mor- 
phine, is not derived from opium.

And the "groen modicino"—chlorophyll—which most people had 


only heard of about a year ago. was on the market in quantity. This 
material is a natural deodorant, and gives promise of giving us a 
world wherein nobody smells. 
There was the sudden popularity of titania, the "wonder gem, 


that'outsparkled diamonds yet cost only about $10 to $16 a carat. And 
a Chicago scientist wrote about a method of testing the saliva of preg- 
nant women which, in 92 per cent of the cases, determined the sex 
of the unborn child.

nessee Waltz1' and "Come on-a My House" and "The Thing." And we 
listened while performers who had been virtually unknown a year 
ago zoomed into the spotlight.

Guns-Butter 
Program Gets 
Senators' OK 


WASHINGTON, (AP)—An ad- 


ministration decision to keep up 
the flow of most civilian goods 
while gradually expanding de- 
fense production drew praise from 
two key senators today. 


Mobilization Director Charles E. 


Wilson outlined the "guns-with- 
butter" approach in his quarterly 
report on defense production. 


Wilson has been under heavy 


fire from both sides recently. 


The senate preparedness sub- 


committee protested that defense 
production was far short of its 
goals and called for tightening 
the belt on civilian output. 


On the other side, the automo- 


bile industry and other civilian 
producers have made vigorous pro- 
tests against sharp cuts in their 
supplies of materials being di- 
verted to the defense effort. 


Wilson told a news conference 


that the government had re-exam- 
ined its entire mobilization policy 
in liglit of all criticism and de- 
cided again on the gradual type of 
buildup. 


Senator 
O'Mahoney (D-Wyo), 


chairman of the joint congres- 
sional economic committee, com-- 
mented: 


"The policy of seeking to or- 


ganize the world for peace, while 
building the assembly line fo use 
if war should be thrust on us, is 
wise." 


Senator 
Edwin 
C. 
Johnson, 


chairman of the commerce com- 
mittee, said, "I like Wilson's ap- 
proach to the problem, of mobili- 
zation but I hope he will cut 
his 50 billion dollars spending 
estimate by about 10 billions a 
year." 


Wilson said he consistently has 


favored a top military outlay of 
about 50 billion dollars annually. 
He said he hoped the new govern- 
ment budget would be held to 
this.

Allies Cannot Tolerate Rebirth 


of Nazi Spirit 


Periodically since the end of World War II, free men 


of good will have found it necessary to decry evidences of 
a resurgent Nazism or its nationalistic equivalent in con- 
quered Germany. This is another of those moments. 


In the cabinet of the Bonn government as minister of 


transport is one Hans Christian Seebohm. He • ; the leader 
of the so-called German party. But he has no rightful place 
in any government which professes to be reaching for the 
path of freedom and of alliance with Britain, France and the 
United States. 


A year ago, Seebohm declared that only the German 


army and not the German people had surrendered to the Al- 
lies in 1945. What reminiscent ring that has! After Ger- 
many's defeat in World War I, the legend was that not the 
army but the weak, corrupt home front had brought about 
the Fatherland's downfall. 


Whatever reverse twist is put upon this doctrine, its pur- 


pose is clear. Its aim is to convince the German nation of its 
infallibility and invincibility. On this myth, German nation- 
ism feeds. 


Now Seebohm is making fresh attempts to revivify the 


spirit that has brought so much destruction to Europe in 
the 20th century. He recently told a convention of his party 
that the Nazi era is part of the tradition of Germany's "his- 
torical greatness." He urged his audience to salute "all the 
symbols'1 under which Germans have died, presumably in- 
cluding the forbidden Nazi swastika. And he was greeted 
with cheers. 


The Allies, shocked by this "arrogant nationalism," have 


formally.protested to the Bonn government. The French 
hope to see Seebohm's removal from the cabinet. As an 
object lesson to the untold numbers of Germans who plainly 
feel no contrition for the evils of the Nazi regime, his ouster 
would be a small but necessary gesture. 


The harsh rules of power politics have compelled us to 


lure the Germans toward the West as friends, newly come 
democrats and co-defenders of the free' world against the 
Communist menace. Few would have dreamed in 1945 we 
would not be striving to align our conquered enemy against 
our then staunch Russian ally. 


This startling reversal of political relationships has given 


the Germans far more leverage than they ever expected to 
have. It has emboldened them to make strong demands for 
renewed independence and economic power. 


Some of these must rightfully be granted if we are to ac- 


cept Germany as an equal in the family of free nations. But 
there is nothing m the tense European situation which com- 
pels us to tolerate the rebirth of the tyrannical and morally 
degenerate Nazism—in any form, by any name. 


Herr Seebohm should know once and for all that the 


free world looks with loathing upon the black era he chooses 
to describe as part of Germany's "greatness." We have not 
forgotten the horrors of Hitler, and we see no way by which 
they may be glorified. 
, 
^ .Se? S,e,eb?h"? ought to understand, too, that, whatever 
he and his blackshirted friends may think, the free world will 
not suffer that kind of Germany to rise again. Evidently we 
are not making this crystal clear. If we are not, then let the 
Allied governments do and say the things which will make 
1C SO* 


Let the Germans grasp that for them tyranny and the 


dream of conquests are dead. These things lie in the un- 
wholesome dust of the Nazi debacle. There they must stay.

Holding Lotteries Is Poor Substitute for 


Cutting Off Worthless Employes

PARIS—New York City council voted overwhelmingly in favor 


of a referendum on a proposal to establish a state lottery to raise 
about $300,000,000 additional yearly of which there is said to be a 
desperate need for hospitals and other municipal works. 
The expe- 


rience of European countries inspires no respect for this. 
What- 


ever their profits from such tawdry works which 
arouse little public interest the fact that only na- 
tions already busted or going bust resort to lot- 
teries that never relieve their poverty perceptibly 
should have an advisory value to Americans. 


A resort to a lottery run as a substitute for 


taxation, is evidence that the politicians have failed '-•' 
In their job of civic management and that some r 
of them prefer the painless bleeding of people to 
the painful duty of cutting parasites off payrolls 
and increasing the working hours of legitimate 
public employes and raising subway fares and the 
cost of other public services for value received.. OUiers equally guilty 
of this failure abhor the immorality of a lottery, but their alterna- 
tive is postponement of repudiation, or higher taxes or new ones. 


Governor Dewey observed, regarding the rival rapacities of fed- 


eral and state income taxes including admittedly unjust takings by 
the state from helpless minorities such as interstate commuters, 
that this process has become dangerous. The nation and the state 
regard the citizen not as a sovereign but as a serf producing earn- 
ings for the maintenance of an arrogant, extravagant bureaucracy 
and the citizen is afraid to murmur lest some trained shyster dfe 
cover unsuspected past technical defaults and impose penalties will 
compound interest plus threats of prison.

It is a petty question whether 


this makes the United States gov- 
ernment a partner in crimes, b 
cause that partnership was frank- 
ly admitted many years ago in 
debates on income taxes and solid- 
ly avowed in provisions taxing at 
regular rates incomes of bootleg- 
gers, all manner of thieves, dealers 
in narcotics, and even, as it turned 
out in specific cases, prostitutes. 


The British attitude toward the 


football pools is one of those vaga- 
ries of theirs which on close 
examination makes our hypocrisies 
embarrassing. Millions of Britons 
desire to risk from one shilling to 
a pound or two weekly on guessing 
the games. A small group of solid 
business firms run vast offices 
wherein all such bets are recorded 
by staffs of thousands of employes 
and calculations of odds and se- 
lections of winners are done under 
formal contract by firms of ac- 
countants. The client is always 


one week behind In payments be- 
cause the law forbids cash betting, 
thus inviting credit status. 


Cash betting is forbidden simply 


to prevent street corner nuisances 
and make the process so deliberate 
that an impulsive bettor couldn't 
get accommodated, but the result 
was a wily legalistic evasion which 
gave rise 'to football pools who 
maximum prize of 75,000 poun< 
was arbitrarily reduced to 60,000 
because the higher rate tended to

All British pools and all book- 


makers' shops are private opera- 
tions, but the government profits 
enormously and without the un- 
seemly practice of selling lotten

This 
commerce is as open and respect- 
able as the grocery business and 
much more profitable and less re- 
stricted. It can't bail Britain out 
of debt, but then they had the 
decency to say from the very start 
that they were not legalizing a 
vice at a sacrifice of morals but 
taxing a legitimate activitity t^ 
raise revenue.

Why should Mary take money from our purse without permission 


because a gang boss keeps a big house in Florida? 


"Why should Mary and Johnny want secret bank accounts and 


Florida beach houses? 
Aren't they happy telling us the truth and 


showing respect for what the money in the pures represents? 


Of course, if they have not experienced pleasure in telling the 


0Yuth, if they have not been praised for their consideration of the 
money in the pocketbook, I can understand how the profits of the 
corrupt official and the gang lord might impress them. 


If, however, they have been given intelligent moral education, I 


"doubt very much if'the profits would impress them to the extent of 
their wanting to be corrupt themselves. 


If Johnny has discovered what a liberating experienced truth- 


telling can be, he would not dream of exchanging it for the tense, 
self-hating torment of the poor, harassed official with the secret bank 
account. 
PROFITS OF LIES AND DISHONESTY AREN'T PROFITS 


To children who find joy in truthfulness and honesty, to youngsters 


who, loving themselves, are learning to extend this love to others, 
ft ic profits of lies and dishonesty are not profits. 


Th<> fact is, our fear that they may be corrupted by sensational 


revelations of profitable crime and political skulduggery is a little 
suspicious. We should consider the possibility that we are the people 
who are over-impressed. 


Our over-heated indignation at the ill-gotten gains suggests that 


w? are not finding much profit in our own moral obedience. It sug- 
gests that we would like to have a secret nest-egg of our own and 
that we are jealous and angry that our good behavior has not pro- 
duced for us what bad behavior has produced for others. 


If this is so, and we really fcol that the rewards of our moral 


obedience are insufficient, we have terribly important growing up 
to do. The sooner we get at it, the better for the children.

strategy. Let's ask •» couple of questions about the strategy 
used during the past week by Dolph Stanley of Bcloit and by 
Elwin Duhm of Rock Fall*. 
WE ARE ON safe ground in asking these questions. We can't 


be accused of second-guessing because these coaches were winning 
coaches in both of the games up for discussion. 


At Rock Falls Saturday night, Di.von was trailing Dulun's 


Rockets by some seven points towards the end of the first half. 
At this point Duhm sent his team into a hcml-stall. The 
j 


Rockets made little effort to score; they waited for Dixon 
to come after the ball. 
DURING THE ENTIRE third quarter Rock Falls played the sam« 


type of game. At the end of this period Rock Falls held a six-point 
lead. Had the Dixon boys been successful on a couple of good shots 
they missed in this period, the difference could have been a mere two 
points at the end of this quarter. 


Why did Duhm use this strategy? Admittedly, he has 


one of the best running basketball teams in Northern Illinois. 
Here in Dixon the Rockets literally ran the basketball trousers 
off our Dukes when the two teams played In December. And 
I 


they were showing signs of doing the same thing—on a 
smaller scale—when Duhm slowed his boys to a walk In that 
second quarter. 
IT MIGHT HAVE cost the Rockets the game. This was exactly 


the style of play that Coach Lon Scofield hoped Rock Falls would 
use. Dixon was using a deliberate game in an effort to slow down 
the Rockets. The Dukes weren't being too successful in this strategy 
in the second quarter. Then the Rockets suddenly slowed down of 
their own accord. 


In regard to Stanley's Beloit team, again we must confess 
i 


bewilderment (nothing unusual, our critics say) aUtlic slow- 
down strategy Bcloit used against Washington university of 
St. Louis last week. 
BELOIT, ONE OF the better running teams in the Midwest gainca 


a squeaky, 24-21, victory and a lot of hard feelings by using such 
strategy in St. Louis. And, incidentally, Stanley took a big chance 
of seeing his team's string of victories snapped. 


The St. Louis public didn't like this type of play. Stanley 


said after the game he didn't much cure what the public 
liked—he would play any style of basketball he wished. This 
statement, hastily* made, was hastily amended the next day 
I 


by Mr. Stanley. In effect he said, "yes, I-do care what the 
public likes." 
AGAIN, WHY DID these coaches use such strategy at the risk 


of losing basketball games? Well, we can't give you the answer, but 
we have an opinion and here it is: 


Most basketball 'coaches, being before the public a great 


deal, are capable showmen. 
Nothing makes them quite so 


happy as a chance to depart a bit from the usual routine. 
Possibly they think such seemingly needless changes In 
strategy reflect their knowledge- of the game. 
They may 


think the gamble Involved Is worth taking in exchange for 
the notice they will receive. If so, we compliment them on 
their daring. But If such tactics ever backfire, we recommend 
that these coaches find themselves a good hideaway from the 
fans. 
MR. DUHM, ESPECIALLY, might do well to study the stormy 


past of the basketball coaching, situation in Rock Falls before taking 
similar risks in the future.

Business Seeuu 
In Coining Year 


NEW YORK, (AP)—Better re- 


tail business is in prospect for 
this spring but most merchants 
will have to work a lot harder 
to get it, delegates to the 41st 
annual convention of the 
Na- 


tional Retail Dry Goods Associa- 
tion were told today. 


This statement came in a report 


on a survey undertaken by the 
NRDGA in which 400 department, 
chain and specialty stores were 
questioned. A majority of those 
polled said higher taxes and in 
creased costs of doing business 
will constitue a "serious threat to 
the profit picture" in 1952. 


In view of less favorable profit 


prospects, many merchants axe 
planning an "all-out war" on ex- 
penses this year, the association 
said. Economies such as curtailed 
delivery service are being ser- 
iously considered, It added.

retailers for trimming costs in- 
clude increased employe produc- 
tivity, work simplification and 
streamlining of store procedures,

It Costs S3,600 to Make Draftee 
Readv for Service Overseas 


WASHINGTON. (AP) — The 


army estimates it costs about S3,- 
600 and takes approximately eight 
months to make a draftee into 
a soldier ready for overseas ser- 
vice. 


That is the outlay for the aver- 


age inductee from the time he 
gets his pre-mduction physical 
until he arrives at an average 
overseas unit such as one in Ger- 
many.

Under the present 24-month 


draft law, the soldier will be use- 
ful as a trained member of a 
combat force for only the 16 
months remaining after his train- 
ing. 


Because of the limited time of 


his service, the1 average draftee 
can be of no use in meeting the 
increasing requirements for tech- 
nically-trained soldiers to handle 
modern weapons—including radar 
detection and aiming equipment— 
guided missiles, communication's 
systems. Up to 13 months is 
needed to produce the high level

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82nd Congress,, With Eye 011 
Elections, Starts Term Tuesday 


WASHINGTON — (AP)— The 


S2nd congress starts its election- 
vear session tomorrow, with poli- 
tics likely to weigh heavily in all 
major actions. 


The next six months are expect- 


ed to bring forth decisions, one 
way or the other, on such major 
matters 
as 
Universal Military 


Training, foreign military and eco- 
nomic aid, economic controls at 
home, and defense spending. 


Leaders are hopeful the session 


can wind up in time for the July 
political conventions so members 
can go home afterward for the fall 
campaigns. 


AH at Slake 


All house seats will be at stake 


in the November voting. So will 
32 senate seats, as well as the 
presidency and the vice-presidency. 


Because of the approaching elec- 


tions, observers generally expect 
the session to be marked more by 
talk than by action. 


President Truman will blueprint 


his legislative program in his state- 
of-the-union message Wednesday. 
That will be followed by two more 
messages, one on economics and 


the other transmitting a federal 
budget expected to exceed 80 bil- 
lion dollars for the year starting 
July l. 


The president is expected to re- 


new his request for many of the 
things he has sought, and failed to 
get, in the past. Among these are 
civil rights legislation, compulsory 
health 
insurance, 
and 
tougher 


wage, price and rent controls. 


.May Ask More Taxes 


He may ask for more taxes, 


since congress didn't give him as 
much as he wanted last year, but 
his chances of getting them arc 
slim. 


It isn't likely, either, that con- 


gress will go along with the presi- 
dent on civil rights legislation or 
on comnulsory health insurance. 


The present outlook is that the 


president won't get what he wants 
in the line of wage, price and rent 
controls, either. 


Investigations, providing heavy 


ammunition 
for 
political cam- 


paigns, will constitute a major 
legislative 
activity. 
Committee 


probers will delve into charges of 
graft in high places, scandals in 


tax law enforcement, waste of 
public money, and Communism. 


There is strong sentiment for a 


sharp curtailment of foreign mili- 
tary and economic aid. M,any legis 
lators believe foreign countries re< 
ceiving U.S. help aren't carrying 
their full share of the rearmament 
and recovery load. Others want 
more emphasis on aid for the Far 
East. 


Aid Sum Indefinite 


Just how much the president will 


request for foreign aid of all types 
is not known. Last year he asked 
for 8Vj billion dollars and congress 
cut that by more than one billion. 
Proportionately, 
a bigger slash 


appears likely this year. 


Election-year demands for econ- 


omy and a balanced budget prob- 
ably will affect 1952 defense spend- 
ing, too. 


About 50 billion dollars of the 


president's new budget is reported 
to involve defense outlays. Chair- 
man Cannon (D-Mo) of the house 
appropriations committee already 
has promised the closest scrutiny 
of these items. Cannon said the 
tension" which made it necessary 
for congress to appropriate more 
or less blindly last year has eased.

Once Wealthy., 
He's Broke and 
Happy at 97 


MONTGOMERY, Ala.—(AP)~ 


'My one mistake was that I out- 
lived my money." 


That's how 97-year-old Thomas 


Linton McCullough sums up his 
fate which tumbled him from a 
once-wealthy cotton planter to a 
sroke nonagenarian living in a 
boarding house on a $50-a-month 
old age pension. 


Before he retired 22 years ago, 


McCullough built up a fabulous 
'ortune which kept the wolf away 
from his door until six months 
ago. That's when the money ran 
out. 


McCullough, still an erect figure 


with a flowing white beard, ex- 
plains it this way: 


"Both my mother and father 


died at 72 and I reckoned I could 
not exceed this by more than eight 
years." 


Retired at 75 


So, at the age of 75, he retired 


with what he thought was enough 
money in the bank to last him the 
rest of his life. 


At 80, McCullough revealed, he 


sought an airplane for "one last 
fling" across the continent, into 
Mexico and South America. 


"I figured three or four "more 


years would take me out." 


But when he returned three 


years later, he was still going 
strong. 


As the years rolled on past the 


85, 90 and 95-year marks, the 
"last flings" continued and so did 
McCullough. His money gave out 
first. 


Not Sorry 


McCullough insists he isn't sor- 


ry he played it that way, however. 


"Do you think I could enjoy it 


as much as now—at 97 with this 
arthritis?" he asks. "Do you think 
I ever planned to reach 97?" 


"The only trouble,' he reflects, 


"is that I did't die at 80 
... 


I thought I was going to live just 
one life, I went on and lived two." 


But there's one thing you can 


bet on, McCullough says with a 
glint in his eye. That one mistake 
of living too long "is an error I'm 
going to go on making just as long 
as I can."
